In particular, the prior art cited does not teach or reasonably suggest, alone 
or in combination, providing a set of primers such that the amplicons used to form the array comprise 
non-consensus sequence such that there is no detectable hybridization with homologous sequences and 
wherein all of genes present in the array comprise an E-box regulatory sequence or encode proteins or 
cofactors that bind to the E-box regulatory sequence.
